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After the original painting by H. B. WlMBUSH. 
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Whippingham Church was designed by the Prince 
Consort in i86r, and is interesting as being the parish church 
of the Royal Family and intimately connected with their life. 
It is erected on the site of an old Saxon Church of the nth 
century, and contains memorials to Queen Victoria and the 
late Prince Henry of Battenberg. 
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
